Associated Press)—Troops were called 
out today after thousands of striking 
workers in the dock yards here had 
charged a police cordon In-an attempt 
to take possession of the dock yards 
and carry out a project for their con- 
trol by the workers. A number of the 
strikers were wounded and the ring- 
leaders of the movement were arrest- 
ed. 


All the dock yards have been closed 


ifnr ten days and demonstrations bare 
lircn prohibited. 


Strike leaders yesterday threatened 


to employ methods o£ Italian workers 
wlin took over and operated inctal 
ami other plants in Italy, unless the 
dock yard employers made .concessions. 
Demands of strikers included an 
in- 


crease in wages, pensions, recognition 
of the doek yard workers' union nnd 
a promise not to dismiss the leaders 
of the strike movement. The strikers 
numbered thirty thousand. 


Strikers in the Kaljuwsalci

If possible, -and only Impose a 
slight addition in corporation taxes if 
necessary. There is Indeed, no thought 
of making tho corporation taxes a sub- 
stitute for the excess profits tax. 


Want ItusiiMaM Restraint Mftrd .. 
This decision ought to be good news 


to the business men of do country 
who have been worried over the pros- 


pects of a greatly increased incorpor- 
ation tax. President Harding, how- 
ever, feel.s that the revival of business 
in American is at this time a para- 
mount consideration and that nothing 
should be placed in the way of busi- 
ness incentive. The repeal of tho ex- 
cess profit, tax is a foregone conclusion 
and it is certain that the next revenue 
bill will not attempt to make the bus- 
iness and industries of the country 
carry the bulk of the load. 
Instead, 


the tax burden will be more evenly dis- 
tributed by the use of every sort of 
stamp tax. The three cent letter post-

The exact I'orm of this production tax 
has not yot been determined, but the 
iuea appears to be to Impose the tax 
on the output of commodities very 
much as the present tax on automo- 
biles is covered.

payment of the tax to the consumer, 
us happens with automobiles, but in 
the sales lax proposal the chances were 
that more than nne tax would be im- 
posed on the same article as it passed 
to various stages.

- Though not definitely informed thereon, we arc of the opinion 


that Scioto county is one of the counties giving the pledge. Any- 
way, we know that since the advent of the county agent, a few 
years back, a most decided progress has been made towards the 
raising of pure' bred stock of all sorts. One difficulty encountered 
here and one common along all such lines, is the wide and pro- 
nounced difference of opinion as to what are the best breeds. 
There arc farmers who can, see nothing in the way of cattle, hogs 
and chickens, to compare' with Poll Angus, Berkshire and Rhode 
Island Reds, while othera can see nothing but Holsteins, Duroe 
Jerseys and Plymouth Rocks, while another class will say the Jer- 
seys, Poland Chinas and White Leghorns, who arc furiously denied 
by advocates of the Herefords, Chester Whites and Brahmas.

the best policy would be for a county to accept only one

food, thus one favorable quality being offset by another of equu1 


or more importance according to the other. 


So it is important to discuss merits and demerits of various 


strains, the one thing worth while is to accept the inevitable fact 
that pure breds pay best and to resolve to propogate none other.

OUR CHEAP EDUCATION 


By Frederic J. Haskin

'ASHINGTON, D. C., July It—The 


United States must spend about 


six times as much as it does now for 
education before we cuu hope to make 
the schools satisfactory and provide 
for our children the education neces- 
sary for good citizenship, for demo- 
cracy und for industrial efficiency. 


This statement is based upon recent 


studies made by the Bureau of Edu- 
catiou. which show that the United 
States does not begin to use a propor- 
tionate part of .the national income for 
educational purposes and the results 
obtained from such meager funds as 
have been grudgingly appropriated by 
the different states emphasize 
that 


fact 
Another recent report issued by 


the Committee on Education 
of 
the 


House of llepresentalives shows that 
the United States ranks about ninth 
among civilized nations in illiteracy. 
This statement is based upon.average 
figures and failitics. 


In the United States the percentage 


of illiteracy is 7.7 for the total popu- 
lation, over 10 years of age, and 3 
percent for the native white popula- 
tion. In Denmark. Germany, Holland. 
Sweden. Switzerland, and the United 
Kingdom the percentage of illiteracy is 
lowe'r than that for the native white 
population of the United States. The 
Bureau of the Census states that this 
list should probably include Norway, 
although no figures are available for 
that country. There is also less illiter- 
acy in Australia than in the United 
States. In Bulgaria, Greed* Hungary, 
Italy, Portugal. 
Roumania, 
Russia, 


Servia, Spain and non-European coun- 
tries other than Australia, the per- 
centage of illiteracy averages much 
higher than in the United States, ex- 
tending from 33 to 70 per cent of the 
population.

With the exception of the Dis- 
trict of Coluinfoiiiii. 'he far western 
states lead in generosity along this 
line. 


In this country we blithely acknowl- 


edge that rll things depend upon edu- 
cation, we spend only* an average of 
.f2.0!t:.2<M per day for the purpose of 
educating more than 27,000,000 boys 
and girls between the ages of 6 and 
111. Including children of kindergarten 
age there arc more than 30.000,000 
•hildren in this country to be educated. 
This means an expenditure of nbout 
seven cents per day for the education 
of each individual child above six 
yours of age. Moreover, it has been 
shown by the Bureau of Education 
that the average individual in the 
United States gets only about six years 
of. schooling.
